Since  our  last  annual  report,  we  have  been  called  to  mourn 
the  death  of  our  associate  and  efficient  co-worker,  Miss  Martha

Soliool  Ropopt 


The  annual  report  of  the  Scliool  Board  is  herewith  submitted. 

At  the  Weivster  school  tinec  rooms  were  occupied  ;  we  liad 
here  three  excellent  teachers,  the  Misses  Saunders,  Pierce  and 
Lenalum,  and  if  possible  these  teachers  shoidd  be  retained, 
for  good  progress  lias  been  made  under  their  management. 

At  the  Smith  school  there  has  not  been  as  good  progress  ; 
the  chief  reason  being  that  \ our  board  has  found  it  difficult 
when  good  teachers  have  been  secured  to  retain  them.  We 
were  also  compelled  to  close  the  school  after  a  term  of  only 
four  weeUs  because  of  measles  being  e^ridemic  ;  beginning  tlie 
lifth  of  March  to  make  up  tlie  remainder  of  the  term. 

The  Bush  Hill  scliool  was  under  the  management  of  Miss 
Carrie  Saunders.  It  was  the  wish  of  some  of  the  parents 
that  the  scholars  from  this  section  should  be  carried  to  the 
Smith  school  ;  but,  in  the  judgment  of  your  board  it  was  not 
politic  to  try  carrying  eight  or  nine  scholars  to  tlie  Smith 
school.  Although  parents  were  very  much  opposed  to 
consolidation  have  said  to  your  l)C)ard  :  -'We  would  rather 
have  our  children  go  to  the,'  Smith  school  without  recom- 
pense for  can  iage,  than  have  them  attend  this  school". 
Miss  Saunders  has  had  good  success  here. 

Miss  Richardscn,  the  teacher  at  number  nine,  has  the  small- 
est school,  and  it  is  iinjiossible  for  any  teacher  to  do  the  best 
work  with  so  few  jiupils.  We  expected  a  larger  number  here 
or  we  should  have  carried  the  chihhen  to  the  Smith  or  Web- 
ster school. 

It  is  a  verv  strange  that  tiie  average  parent  takes  no  more 
interest  in  the  education  of  his  children  We  think  it  may  lie 
safelv  said  that  nine-tenths  of  the  puj-)ils  will  C()mj:>lete  their 
school  da\  s  in  our  town  schof)ls.  For  this  reason,  if  no  othei', 
it  would  seem  to  be  the  duty  of  every  parent  to  insist  that  his 
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children  shall  attend  school  as  long  as  practicable.  The  aver- 
age child  does  not  understand  the  value  of  an  education,  and 
the. parent  should  think  for  him. 

Your  retiring  member  wishes  to  extend  his  sincere  thanks 
for  all  courtesies  received.  He  requests  that  his  namfe  be  omit- 
ted from  those  who  may  be  candidates  for  election,  since  he 
positively  declines  to  serve  again  as  a  member  of  your  school 
board.
